Navy Yard, was commissioned in 
1939 and had a displacement of 
1,495 tons. 

The Chapelin, also built at Ports- 
mouth, was commissioned in June, 
1943. Her skipper, listed as miss- 
ing. was Commander Elliott E. 
Marshall. 36, of Portland, Me. 

Although the loss of the two 
submarines brought t 144 the 
number of American ships lost 
since the war started, the Japa- 
nese have paid heavily for damage 
they inflicted, for their sea losses 
now total 2,009 ships of all types 
sunk, probably sunk or damaged, 
including 627 ships accounted for 
by submarines alone.

LONDON, March 18.—(4)—Britain officially disclosed tonight 
that she has been using rocket guns effectively against German planes 
since the very outset of the war—steadily improving them, and 


now is using a propellant material 
middle west. 


While this was the first official‘ 


announcement of the rocket guns 
and included details never hither- 
to mentioned, an unofficial report 
on their use against German raid- 
ers was allowed to be cabled to 
the United States on Fepruary 24. 
That report included mention that 
fivé years of work had gone into 
the device and that tests had been 
made in Jamaica. 

Tonight’s announcement said the 
rockets were in use “in various 
theaters of operations” and called 
the propellant “one of the most 
effective yet known,” 

Disclosure that this rocket fuel 
was being made in America was 
a clear sign that the United States 
Army also is using rocket guns, 


SCORED MANY KILLS 

“How much the rocket batteries 
have contributed to the defense 
of Britain cannot yet be disclosed,” 
the military statement said. “The 
number of kills, however, is proof 
that they are a very potent 
weapon.” 

The rocket barrage touches off 
virtually an umbrella of explo- 
sives—and in some respects is 
even a more terrifying sound than 
the crash of bombs. Even blitz- 
hardened veterans find it hard to 
distinguish the rockets from the 
sound of bombs by their roar. 

A sheet of shrapnel comes down 
from the exploding rocket projec- 
tiles like hail pelting a tin rocf. 

From the days of Munich, the 
announcement disclosed, Britain 
was ready to begin turning out 
rockets in mass production after 
secret tests in Jamaica. 

HOLD OFF DIVERS 

Workmen were trained in their 
manufacture, and for three years 
have been making them without 
knowing just what this funny- 
looking weapon was; all they 
knew was they repeatedly were 
cautioned to use painstaking care. 

The rockets originally were de- 
signed to hold off low-flying dive- 
bombers, but since the spring of 
1941 they have been used with 
great success against high-flying 
bombers. 

Rockets themselvés are not new, 
and were used hundreds of years 
ago by the Chinese for fireworks. 
But development of the modern 
rocket as weapon really began in 
1934, the British said, when they 
learned that “the Germans were

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Land-Based U. S. Planes Blast 


Within 960 Miles of Tokyo

Pressing against the Japanese 
from northeast and southwest, 
Americans dropped bombs 960 
miles from Tokyo in the deepest 
penetration yet of Nipponese soil 
by land-based bombers and also 
carved two airfields out of the 
jungles behind enemy lines in 
Burma. 

A solitary Aleutian-based Army 
bomber Thursday attacked Mat- 
suwa island in the Kurile chain 
reaching northwest from Japan 
proper. Aside from Major Gen- 
eral James Doolittle’s carrier raid 
on Tokyo, no American bomber 
has been so close to the heart of 
Nippon. It was one of a dozen 
bombing raids in the Pacific, ex- 


tending over 3.100 miles, reported 
yesterday by Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz.

The American operation against 
industrial installations at Augs- 
burg, Friedrichshafen and _ other 
targets cost 68 U. S. bombers and 
10 fighters. 

The U. 8S. attacking force was 
referred to in the communique as 
being “in very great strength.” It 
was estimated at nearly 2,000 
planes, including the Lightnings, 
Thunderbolts and Mustangs which 
furnished the escort. Fighters of 
the Eighth and Ninth air forces 
shot down 39 enemy planes, but 
the number felled by the bombers 
was not known. 

Headquarters for the European 
theater of operations announced 
that the big Messerschmitt-109 
fighter factory at Regensburg had 
been bombed out of production. A 
study of reconnaissance photo- 
graphs following the American at- 
tack on February 25 showed that 
almost the entire plant will have 
to be rebuilt before it can again 
attain its previous output. - 

Army headquarters said the 
heaviest enemy resistance had 
been thrown against the Libera- 
tors which blasted Friedrichshaf- 
en near the Swiss border. Ger- 
man fighters attacked 25 to 30 
abreast, some of them driving 
right through the bomber forma- 
tions. 

Berlin radio left the air last 
night with the warning that strong 
formations of Allied aircraft were 
approaching German territory— 
giving the Germans little time to 
clear up from the daylight as- 
saults. 


HIT HOLLAND FACTORY 

Flying Fortress crews, back 
from the daylight assault, said 
they encountered little fighter op- 
position and only moderate anti- 
aircraft fire.

Cassino Ruins 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
NAPLES, March 18.—(4)—Fifth 
Army shock troops inched from 
stone to stone through the ruined 
houses of Cassino against Nazi 
dive-bombers, 170-millimeter can- 
non and small arms fire today, 
while Allied bombers plastered the 
German positions around the 
edge of the Anzio beachhead 
south of Rome and heavy bomb- 
ers slashed through enemy fight- 
ers to blast five airfields in north- 
ern Italy. 

The Battle of Italy thus was in 
three major sectors: The grim 
fight for Cassino and its environs: 
the hour-by-hour Allied bombing 
of the Germans near Anzio, and 
the heavy onslaught against Nazi 
airdromes at Udine, Villorba, Ma- 
niago, Livariano and Gorizia in 
the northeast. 

Up in the Anzio beachhead the 
Allied Mediterranean air force 
roared back into the battle in 
force, wave after wave of bomb- 
ers blasting at German positions 
ringing the perimeter of the Allied 
foothold. 


Fighting furiously from every 
point of shattered masonry fram 
which guns could be brought to 
bear, the Allied forces in Cassino 
were slowly pushing the Germans 
from their warrens in the south- 
western part of the town in the 
area of the railroad station now 
held by the Allies. 


Working without rest since the 
tremendous Allied air attack lit- 
erally turned Cassino upside down 
Wednesday, Fifth Army engineers 
finally cleared a path through the 
rubble, permitting tanks to move 
into position ahead of the infan- 
try to blast the remaining gun po- 
sitions and hidden Nazi strong 
points, 


The strength of the enemy 
forces remaining in Cassino was 
difficult to gauge.” They were 
clinging to caves in the side of the 
Monte Cassino to the west and 
southwest as well as to a sizable 
number of reinforced concrete em- 
placements and broken buildings 
in the fringe of the town. 


Eight German tanks and two 
antitank guns were in position on 
the heights about 750 yards south 
of the town from where they 
were able to rain shells on the ad- 
vancing troops and engage Allied 
artillery, 


_Above the city to the west the 
fighting was described as fluid by 
Allied headquarters. The enemy 
still was clinging to the shattered 
Benedictine abbey on Monte Cas- 
sino. 

New Zealanders were in the 
thick of the fighting in Cassino. 
In severe skirmishing for the pos- 
session of commanding heights, 
British Ghurkas, knife-wielding 
night fighters from Nepal on the 
Tibetan frontier, held firmly to the 
hills immediately south and to the 
west of Monte Cassino but lost 
another in the face of a severe 
counterattack. Subsequently the 
enemy was driven from this slope 
and at latest reports neither side 
was in possession of it. 

Official Allied reports said the 
attack on the railroad station, the 
loss of which was acknowledged 
by the Germans today, began 
shortly before noon yesterday, with 
tanks rumbling through the town 
over bridges hastily thrown over 
bomb craters. Pressing ahead de- 
spite the efforts of 15 German 
Focke-Wulfe® dive bombers to 
break up their assault, New Zea- 
landers reached their objective by 
2 Pp. Mm. 

American Thunderbolts which 
earlier had escorted formations of 
Mitchell medium bombers in an 
attack against German concentra- 
tions 10 miles west of Cassino 
jumped the Focke-Wulfe and shot 
down two.

The increases range from $2 to 
$7 per 1,000 board feet and ap- 
plies to 9,000 small southern pine 


mills cutting under 4,000,000 feet 
of lumber per mill annually. - Log 
run prices for rough shortleaf pine 
are established at $32 per 1,000 
feet for boards; $29 for dimension 
lumber and $28 for small timbers. 

About 75 per cent of southern 
pine produced today is being put 
directly into war use. The rest 
is used for essential civilian needs, 
OPA | reported. 

Southern pine production de. 
clined 8.1 per cent last year, com- 
pared with 1942, when there was 
a 4.7 per cent decline in total lum- 
ber production over the nation. 
This was attributed to a shortage 
of labor, and difficulties in secur- 
ing equipment and parts.

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Guarding Atlanta’s Food 
In Wartime Is Real Job 


By HERMAN HANCOCK, 
Manpower and material shortages are contributing to the prob- 
lem of keeping Atlanta’s 1,300 eating places in first class sanitary 
condition, Dr. James F. Hackney, director of the city health depart- 


ment, says. 


Since the United States entered 
the war there have been increas- 
ingly rigid restrictions on pro- 
curement of materi 
repair such places, and even 
materials are available, labor is 
becoming an increasingly perplex- 
ing problem, Hackney added. 

The manpower problem also has 
invaded the city’s inspection serv- 
ice, and instead of having nine in- 
spectors, the normal complement, 
Ken Caldwell, chief of the inspec- 
tion bureau, yesterday said the 
mumber has been reduced to six. 

Despite this, the remaining men 
made 11,102 inspections of ap- 
proximately 1,300 eating places 
last year, and made 24,466 inspec- 
tions of the 3,400 places on the 
city inspection lists for the year. 


In 1941 the department made 26,- 
378 inspections.

tional inspectors on a “war serv- 
ice appointment” basis — which 
means that applicants need not 
meet all inspection qualifications, 
but they would hold their posts 
only for the duration and six 
months thereafter, 

He said inspectors are difficult 


to obtain. Normally the inspectors 


must meet state requirements pro- 
viding for at least two years of 
college training and four years of 
inspection experience. There is a 
provision also that experience and 
college training can be substituted 


mutually for a maximum of four 
years only. In addition, appli- 
cants must qualify in an exami- 
nation provided by the personnel 
bureau. 

Asserting he realizes that in- 
spectional services are curtailed 
and that operators of businesses 
cannot correct defects found in the 
physical condition of their plants, 
Dr. Hackney has ordered all in- 
spectors to “do everything possible 
and reasonable in enforcing the 
laws, and to take whatever steps 
are necessary to protect the health 
of citizens.” 

CRITICISMS MADE 

He called inspectors Into con- 
ference last week, explaining that 
criticism had been made recently 
of insanitary conditions in Atlan- 
ta eating places. 

“Our first duty is to protect the 
health of the citizens of Atlanta,” 
Dr. Hackney said. “We have 
adopted and must continue the 
policy of being reasonable. When 
we walk into an eating place and 
it needs painting, we say so, and 
in many instances the operator 
says he has the money for the 
painting job in his cash register 
and is anxious to do the job. The 
only hitch is finding an available 
painter.” 

Hackney also said the labor 
problem is growing for operators 
who find it difficult to employ 
competent, experienced and re- 
liable help.

FERTILIZING: At no time of the year 
is feeding more important than in the 
month of March. Most plants are be- 
ginning to grow at full speed.—they must 
eat and eat heavily.

For azaleas, 
rhododendrons, camellias and shade-lov- 
ing plants use a mixture of 5 parts cot- 
tonseed meal. 3 parts superphosphate, 
3 parts sulphate of potash with a sprink- 
ling of manganese sulphate. 

Be sure to feed the lawn, soaking thor- 
oughly afterwards.

State Returns 
On Taxes Soar 


Georgians filed an all-time rec- 
ord number of state income tax 
returns before the March 15 dead- 
line, and obtained an all-time high 
number of motor vehicle tags 
thus far this year, according to 
State Revenue Commissioner J. 
Eugene Cook. 


Deadline time for obtaining mo- 
tor vehicle licenses is March 31. 

While no figures are yet avail- 
able on how much taxes were 
taken in by the state, the income 
tax unit processed 15,105 more 
checks and accounts this yéar, R. 
E. Collings Jr., head of the tax 
unit, said yesterday. It processed 
25,927 checks this year, as com- 
pared with 10,822 last year. 


30,000 RETURNS 


“The enormous deductions al- 
lowed state income taxpayers are 
beginning to be reflected in the 
fact that more than 30,000 returns 
already have been filed which 
show no tax liability,” Cook said. 
“Because of the enormous deduc- 
tions to which the taxpayers are 
entitled on their 1943 returns, re- 
sulting from applications of the 
federal withholding tax legisla- 
tion, it is estimated the state will 
lose between four and six million 
dollars.” 


Processing of income tax re- 
turns is on a current basis for the 
first time since 1937. Cook said. 


The motor vehicle unit, directed 
by J. A. Latimer, has processed 
75,000 more applications for li- 
cense plates thus far this year 
than during the same period of 
1943. Until yesterday the unit had 
processed more than 375,000 appli- 
cations for 1944 tags, as compared 
with approximately 300,000 for 
the same time last year. While the 
work is moving faster, Latimer 
does not believe as many tags will 
be issued for the full year of 1944 
as. were issued last year. Geor- 
gians obtained 537,074 in 1943, and 
Latimer expects to issue about 
537,000 this vear, 

50,000 ERRORS 

“The remarkable record made 
by the motor vehicle tax unit in 
processing tags this year Was ac- 
complished in spite of the fact that 


more than 50,000 applications 
must be reprocessed because of er- 
rors made by applicants in filling 
out their applications,” Cook ob- 
served. “At present we have on 
hand for correction approximately 
25,000 of these applications.” 
Immediately after the March 31 
deadline for filing applications 
wtihout penalty, motor vehicle en- 
forcement agents will be assigned 
to the field for inspection work, 
Cook said. Every county will be 
checked, and the agents will work 
in co-operation with sheriffs. Pen- 
alty is 20 per cent plus $1 cost.

Postwar To Offer Vegetables 
And Fruit ‘Extra Fresh’ by Air 


Fresh fruits and vegetables, only 
a few hours off the vine, will be 
available to consumers throughout 
the United States after the war 


when transportation of produce by 
air direct from growing centers to 
market is put into common use. 

Atlanta has been selected as one 
of ten “guinea pig” cities in the 
United States for a thorough study 
of the possibilities of air freight 
on a large scale and surveys to- 

ward that end are expected to be- 
gin here shortly. 

This announcement was made 
at the end of a comprehensive 
study of actual and potential traf- 
fic in fresh produce which has 
just been completed by a group) 
of Wayne University (Detroit) | 
professors headed by Dr. Spencer 
A. Larsen, 

Even though air-freight : 
remain above those of convention- 
al carriers of produce, the study 
forecasts that fresh produce will 
furnish enough air cargo to total | 
over 233 times the combined 
weights of all commodities car- 
ried by air in 1941. This is, au- 
thorities added, if air-freight rates 
can be reduced to five cents per 
ton-mile, which seems likely in the | 
near future. 

Pointing out the advantages of | 
air-freight for produce, the Wayne | 


University report emphasized that | 


the saving in transit time by air 


will benefit perishable foods by | 


allowing time for fuller develop- 
ment and ripening on the vine or | 
tree, thus increasing weight and 
improving flavor and nutritive | 
content. 

Offsetting the higher prices 
which air-borne produce will com- 
mand, the report said rapid air 
transport will retain half of the 
original vitamins in fresh fruits 
and vegetables which are lost 
through distant and lengthy travel 
from garden to market. This will 
bring a saving in the nation’s bill 
for concentrated vitamins which 
amounted to over $140,000,000 in 
1942. 

Ten cities, including Atlanta, 
embracing 46 per cent of the pop-

ulation of all metropolitan areas 
in the United States were singled 
out by the group for further study. 
These cities include. Washington, 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco.

Farm Im plements for the South 


Shortage of farm implements and repair parts which hampered 
agricultural production in 1943 will not be so acute this year. 
Faced with an increasing manpower shortage on farms and need 
for replacement of machines and tools, government agencies 
co-operated to release material to agricultural implement manu- 
facturers early last fall and during the Winter considerable 
headway was made in reducing the shortage in articles for which 
farmers were clamoring. 

Southern farmers, because of their earlier crop seasons, will 
be the first to receive farm machines, tools and repair parts, the 
War Food Administration announced in Washington early this 
p.onth, and deliveries in northern states will follow. Manufac- 
turers are expected to turn out 90 per cent of the machinery 
they scheduled for production between last fall and April 1, 
thus gradually relieving the shortage, early season articles being 
delivered first, with others to follow later in the summer and 
early fall.

She Cried Very Little 
Which Was Remarkable 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 18.—In 1922 the 
Layman family moved from Leitchfield, Ky., to 
Louisville. Their son, Joe, 11 years old, went 
along, excited at the prospect of living in the 
State’s largest city. 

He graduated from high school 
inlanders, he wanted to go to sea. 
in the Navy. 

He served four years. His mother heard from him regularly. 
There were postcards from strange ports. There were souvenirs. 
It was an American story familiar to thousands of homes with 
sons in the Navy. 


When his four years were up he went to sea and stayed there 
until 1941, when his country went to war. He knew the sea, 
so he enlisted in the Merchant Marine. 


He was smart and he knew his job. 
second mate. 
That, in brief, was his early story. There was nothing heroic 
in it. It was,-in a manner of speaking, a routine story. Nothing 
really had ever happened to him. He was just an American boy, 


one of thousands at sea. 
UNTIL ONE DAY— And so it stood until one day, September 
27, 1942, as he stood on the bridge with 
the captain, a shell screamed over the ship from two vessels off 
on the horizon. They had been examining them through the 
glasses, wondering at their identity. 
The alarm sounded and men went to battle stations. 

: The two enemy raiders closed quickly on the small United 
States merchant ship. One moved in fast, raking the decks with 
heavy machineguns. The other stayed off, throwing in shells. 

Second Mate Layman ran forward to the two 37-millimeter 
guns. They were not heavy enough, but still were effective if 
they could get the range. 

. They got it on the ship in close. The gun crew, 
direction, poured shell after shell into the closer raider.

Lib- 
erty ship here at the Southeastern Yards, 
three days after the S. S. Clark Howell had gone down the ways. 


Joe Layman’s mother and father, he a telegrapher for the 
Illinois Central, were here from Louisville. A hard morning rain 
oe mercifully, as they went to the stands. They read this 
itation: 


“For distinguished service in enemy action. 

“Two enemy surface raiders suddenly appeared out of the 
morning mist to attack the small merchantman upon which he 
Was serving. Heavy guns of one raider pounded his ship, and 
machineguns from the other sprayed her decks until she was a 
complete wreck and afire fore and aft. His ship exchanged shot 
for shot with the enemy raiders until the crew of one raider was 
forced to withdraw. Layman, who was in charge of the two 37-mm. 
guns forward, put shell after shell into the large raider and cou- 
rageously maintained the fire until all his shell handlers were 
killed and the gun platform wrecked. 

“With her boilers blown up, engines destroyed, masts shot 
away, and ablaze from stem to stern, orders were finally given to 
abandon ship. The only serviceable lifeboat being overcrowded, 
Layman, unselfishly and heroically, remained on board and went 
down with his battered ship. 


“His fearless determination to fight his ship to the end, and 
his self-sacrifice, constitute a degree of heroism which will be 
an enduring inspiration to seamen of the United States Merchant 
Marine everywhere,” 

It was a tremendously moving thing. Mrs. Layman held back 
the tears. She blinked hard. Her face was set as hard as her 
son's face that day he waved off the boat and chose death instead 
of a chance at life. 

One knew her heart was crying out, “Son, my son,” and yet 
one knew, too, that inside her there was a great pride and a 
voice saying, “Greater love hath no man than this—that he lay 
down his life for a friend.” 

There is no telling where men get courage or why they have it. 

Some do. Joe Layman had it. He would have been proud 


of his mother Friday. And his father. They have it, too.

MORE IMPORTANT TODAY 1 at 
wide crisis, as the sorrows of 


war wash over us and as anxiety becomes the constant handmaiden 
of our hearts, we need, more than ever before, to see and to under- 
stand the lesson of the spring. 

We need to see in each bud, each blossom, each blade of tender 
grass the annual repetition of God’s promise of eternal life. To 
know that man, in all his power of destruction, can never destroy 
life. The individual life, yes. But that is but as a drop in the 
ocean of Supreme Life. 

So long as one new blade of grass pushes out of the newly 
warmed loam, so long as the sap rises to feed the tender green of 
budding leaves, we know that life continues, that the promise of a 
day when mankind, the supreme demonstration of earthly life, 
shall become but a little lower than the angels, will someday be 
realized fact. 

We cannot tell why, time and time again, evil men infect their 
world with all the beastliness of that disease known as war. All 
we know is we must, with the strength God gave us, somehow 
stop the spread of that disease; we must stamp out the lust for 
conquest and for slaughter that desecrates a world where birds 
still sing and flowers bloom in all] their beauty. 

* The God in whom we place our faith is 
WITHIN A ROSE a God of beauty, a God of joy, a God of 
peace and brotherhood. We can learn, if we will, the entire story 
of the creation that will be, as soon as men permit, by looking into 
the heart of a rose. For. in each single, perfect flower is con- 
tained all beauty, just as in each living thing, be it bird or beast, 
tree or blossom, grass or man, is the secret of all life. 

Thus. in the lesson to be found all around us, as the new 
season awakes, is the comfort and the assurance that makes our 
man-caused sorrow a thing to be borne in confidence foundationed 
upon faith. 

Death, though sometimes it seems to rule mankind, is but a 
temporary state, but a passing sorrow, an interloper in the world 
that never dies, but bursts the bonds of winter’s coma with the 
coming of every spring. | 

And so, especially to those who have been directly touched 
with the tragedy of war, let the advice be given to get closer to 
Nature. to learn her lesson of the spring and to realize, with eyes 
that see and ears that hear, the old, old truth that life is eternal 
and that nothing can destroy it. 

Where shells and bombs and fire have scorched the very ground 
over which the men fight, there shall come a spring when new, 
young green shall clothe the rubble and the ruins with that life 
which is, itself, an annual resurrection. 

The same is true of the life of man. 

Where, today, sorrow stalks and death appears triumphant, 
there shall again be heard the contented voices of men and women 
freed of fear, the happy laughter of children shall again provide 
the chorus of human survival.

Speaking of economy, it might have been 
possible for Georgia Democrats to save a few 
dollars by calling off the state primary this year 

if it were not for a few judicial circuit races. 
Deadline for qualifications is just two weeks off, and it doesn’t look 
like there will be any state-wide races. 

While two counties—Walton and Hancock—did cancel their pri- 
maries for local offices this year, the state Democratic committee 
cannot follow such a course despite the absence of state-wide races, 
It supervises the election of judges and solicitors, and a few races 
are under way in several judicial circuits. 

Unless something happens by April 1, Georgians will merely go 
through the formality of indorsing the incumbent statehouse officers 
and United States senator. Unopposed this far are Senator George, 
Justices R. C. Bell, Henry Duckworth, and L. B. Wyatt, of the 
state supreme court; Judges B. C. Gardner and Dave Parker, of 
the court of appeals, and Matt McWhorter, of the Public Service 
Commission, 

Political interest of a state-wide nature centers on congressional 
races in the ninth and first districts. In the ninth district, Steve 
Tate. John Wood, Cliff Brannon and Howard Oliver are in a free- 
for-all for Frank Whelchel’s post. In the first, Ellis Pope is trying 
to unseat Hugh Peterson. 

Several battles are developing for state senate and house posts, 
Within the senate organization itself, President Frank Gross, com- 
ing back unopposed to the senate, faces announced opposition of 
Wallace Harrell, of Quitman, for the presidency. Harrell, friendly 
to the Arnall administration, is opposed for senate by W. R. Blease, 
Talmadge supporter. For the secretaryship, Mrs. Henry Nevin, of 
Dalton, has the blessings of the administration. Retiring Senator 
Bill Dean, of Conyers, is after the job, and retiring Senator Elbert 
Forrester, of Dade, may be a candidate. No opposition is heard 
in the house, where Speaker Roy Harris and Clerk Pat McCutchens, 
of. Atlanta, are seeking re-election. Harris already is coming back 
to the house without opposition. 


DEBATE When four Tennessee kids debate in May, it won't be 
just another prep school argument. Despite the fact 
that it is an intramural debate, it already is gathering south-wide 
attention. The Governor of Tennessee will be there; so will the 
chairman of Georgia’s Public Service Commission. That should tip 
you to the title of the debate. Because Governor Cooper is chair- 
man of the Southern Governors’ Conference fighting for equal 
freight rates, and Chairman Walter McDonald is secretary. 

According to McDonald, the railroads learned of the forthcoming 
debate, decided it should be won by the students arguing against 
equal freight rates, and set out to help this team. They planned 
to print the victors’ argument—won in the south—and circularize 
the nation. 

To ward off such a blow, McDonald and the southern governors 
rushed to the aid of the affirmative team. The two boys came to 
the capitol here from Bell Buckle, Tenn., the other day to get sorae 
information favoring equality of freight rates for the south. 

So it seems the 18-year-olds are taking on another responsibility— 
the long battle for freight rate equality.

Mail to servicemen goes astray 
for curious reasons. Here's how 
to help yours get through ... . 


OU couldn’t blame the young soldier for 
being mad. Six weeks in Africa, and he 
hadn't had a single letter from his wife. 

Another week, and still no mail. The soldier 
blew up, sent a note to his attorney directing 
him to bring suit for divorce. 

The lawyer notified the soldier’s wife. She 
wrote the Army Postal Service. 

“I’ve written my husband every day since 
I received his APO address,”’ she said. ‘““Now 
he’s going to divorce me. Can you please do 
something about it?’’ 

The Army could. Lieutenant Colonel H. F. 
Ambrose, Chief of the Office of Technical 
Information in the Adjutant General’s Office, 
checked the man’s APO number, compared it 
with sailing schedules and found the answer: 
no convoys had left that port since the wife 
had received her husband’s address. Her let- 
ters were all there in mail bags, awaiting ship- 
ment. A radiogram was sent to the over- 
wrought soldier. 


‘‘We took care of his worries about whether 
his wife was writing,’’ said Colonel Ambrose. 
‘‘What probably worried him then was what 
she said in her next letter. That, we couldn't 
do anything about.”’ 

The young soldier’s case is extreme, but 
it illustrates today’s mail difficulties. 

The Army and Navy postal services handle 
hundreds of letters every week from soldiers 
and sailors who want to know why they aren't 
getting mail from their families, and from 
folks back home who are sure that something 
must have happened to their boys, since they 
aren't getting letters every day.

“If a letter is 
addressed to a man on the U.S.S. Pennsyl- 
vania, for instance, it goes into the mail 
bags destined for that vessel. It may take six 
weeks to reach the ship. When it gets there, 
the man may be serving aboard another craft. 
By the time it is returned to the United States 
and delivered to his new ship, three or four 
months may have elapsed.” 

The Army Air Forces cause the worst head- 
aches. Air Force units move so rapidly and 
over such great distances that a man often 
has four or five APO numbers in a few months. 
One letter to an Army flyer went around the 
world three times before it was delivered. 

V-mail has solved many problems for 
service postal officials, but it has also created 
a few of its own. 

The very speed of V-mail causes one dif- 
ficulty. Often, people send V-mail letters to a 
man as soon as they get his overseas address. 
To avoid having the letters arrive before he 
does, service postal officials hold mail for a 
newly-shipped man until he has arrived at his 
destination. 

Here are a few other reasons why your 
letter, even though properly addressed, may 


SAILORS’ mail may be delayed unavoidably by ship transfers. Be patient 


sometimes take longer than usual in transit: 

CENSORSHIP: With more than 25,000,000 
pieces to be censored each week, occasional 
delays are bound to occur. And censorship is 
necessarily tighter in combat areas, which 
means more time lost in reading. 

SECRECY AND SAFETY MEASURES: It is some- 
times necessary to impound, temporarily, 
mai: for certain areas and certain Army 
units in order to maintain absolute secrecy 
regarding troop movements. 

IRREGULARITY OF SCHEDULES: Mail often 
piles up at ports while convoys are being 
assembled, and between sailing times. 

SINKINGS: Service mail goes on all United 
Nations’ merchant ships. Every time a vessel 
is sunk, quantities of mail are lost. 

File Complaints Here 

I; you feel you have a real reason to com- 
plain, don’t write to the regular postal serv- 
ice. Write to the Adjutant General of the 
Army concerning soldiers’ mail, to the Direc- 
tor of Naval Communications for problems 
concerning Navy letters. Both offices are in 
Washihgton, D. C. 

Sometimes even these offices run into real 
trouble however. Commander Crosley’s prize 
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exhibit is the following letter from a sailor: 
I have been waiting for my mail for 
four months now. I was transferred off 
the (Censored) to the (Censored) and 
from there to the (Censored).

The overzealous censor had carefully re- 
moved exactly the information the bureau 
needed in order to find the man’s mail. It took 
two months to straighten that one out. 

Army and Navy officials are constantly 
trying to improve mail service. They don’t 
expect, however, to see the day when they 
won’t get complaints. 

Colonel Ambrose treasures one letter, the 
writer of which had evidently been told to 
write the Adjutant General. His letter finally 
found its way to its intended destination 
despite the address, which read simply: 

The Angel and General, 
Washington, D. C. 

“If we ever get a combination like that 
working in this office,’’ sighs Colonel Ambrose, 
‘“‘we may be able to satisfy everyone. Until 
then, we’ll just have to do the best we can.”’

HEARD Sarge’s voice roar, “Get that dog 

out of the wreckage.’’ But I couldn’t see 

him. I couldn’t see a thing. It seemed as 
if a dense fog had closed in. My legs were 
dead, and my confused brain formed the con- 
clusion, “Spinal injury. Paralysis.”” Vaguely 
I recalled that in regaining consciousness you 
hear sounds before you can identify objects. 
There is a visual lag. Sarge’s voice came 
again, “Damn it, Lieutenant, get that dog 
out. The wreckage is burning.”’ 

It was no way for a sergeant to talk to a 
lieutenant — even a medical officer.

Sarge had come from the wrong side of the 
tracks — one of a large family. He learned 
to subordinate himself for the family as a 
whole. It was easy for him to take orders 
without question; easy for him to consider 
the Objective impersonally. 

With young Doc it was different. He was 
born with a silver spoon in his mouth. He 
was an only child — the kind of brat that 
makes a nursemaid’s life wretched. His facial 
expression was mostly one of hate, distaste, 
annoyance. But Doc was smart.

questioned his orders. But it was different in 
the Army.

The “Desert Fox’ has 
avoided Monty since 
Africa. But soon... 


ENERAL BERNARD L. MONT- 
G GOMERY has put a jinx on 

Germany's ‘‘desert fox,’’ 
Marshal Erwin Rommel. That is the 
firm belief of veterans of 
Britain’s Eighth Army. 
They have seen Montgom- 
ery and Rommel slug it out 
in Egypt, Tripoli, in Tuni- 
sia — and they are sure who 
will win the new round 
coming up in Europe. 

If those veterans are 
right, Rommel’s jinx may 
change history for this 
next round, the invasion of 
Weatern Europe, will be the 
most important battle of all, 

Supreme confidence is es- 
sential if a general is to win 
victories. I believe Rommel 
suffers from an inferiority 
complex when he faces 
Montgomery — and I base 
it on their record.

He flew to Italy and left 
Von Arnim to fight the 
Tunisian campaign. Yet 
when Montgomery landed in 
Italy, Rommel turned up in 
the Balkans, fighting Tito’s 
Partisans, instead of meeting themore 
serious threat of the Allied landings. 

Then Rommel was given com- 
mand in Western Europe — and 
Montgomery was made commander 
of British land forces for the inva- 
sion. Now they face one another 
again. Montgomery is confident as 
ever, but eight successive defeats 
must have brought Rommel’s mo- 
rale towards zero.

A week later, the 
governor’s lady was well. She always said that, at 
the last minute, she had changed her mind and 
couldn’t stand the thought of facing her Maker 
with the sound of “It’s the Same Old Shillelagh’’ 
in her ears. 

Downey, among other things, is responsible for 
the modern fashion of singers with orchestras. He 
pioneered when he was just out of knee breeches 
and went to work for Paul Whiteman as the first 
band vocalist. 


Blew Out of Turn 


Pau tried to soften the revolutionary move by 
having Downey sit behind a French horn, pretend 
he was playing it and then step up when it was 
time to sing. The trouble was, Downey couldn't 
restrain himself, and took to suddenly blowing un- 
expected sour notes on the horn in the middle of 
concert numbers. Whiteman finally solved this 
problem by soldering up the mouthpiece in 
Downey’s horn. 

Downey is said to have more real friends than 
anybody else you can name. And his fans are as 
faithful as his friends. One of his most faithful is a 
man in California who eats breakfast every noon 
listening to the Downey program. His name: 
Bing Crosby. — JERRY MASON

The angle I should like to 
emphasize about this hoped-for 
harmony is that the ever-shorten- 
ing time required for encircling 
the globe, has made the people of 
the farthest reaches of the earth 
our neighbors. Thus, international 
etiquette becomes essential. 

One of the first steps toward our 
own neighborly understanding is 
to become aware of the fact that, 
while our own accepted rules of 
etiquette are excellent so far as 
they go, they do not go far enough. 
Perfect American 
behavior—mean- 
ing that which is 
flexible and sensi- 
tive and tactful 
—- will, of course, 
pass requirements 
everywhere. 


Adaptability! 


Tuese qualities 
endow their pos- 
sessors with a 
chameleon-like 
ability to sense 
the attitude of all 
persons with 
whom. they come 
in contact, and to 
adapt themselves 
to whatever back- 
ground they are 
placed against. 

Obviously, of 
course, the eti- 
quette of each 
country differs as does its lan- 
guage. And the truth is, that we 
Americans have hitherto taken 
very little interest in either the 
speech or customs of any country 
other than our own. Many of 
our important representatives have 
been seemingly unaware of the 
value of speaking the language of 
the country to which they have 
been assigned. 


Will They Love Us? 


We HAVE the native belief that 
wherever we go we will be “Joved 
on sight’’ because we are Ameri- 
cans. We don't love all of the for- 
eigners who come to our shores, 
We do love those who are appreci- 
ative of our country and courteous 
to us. These same requirements 
are necessary in us if we want to be 
“loved” in other countries. 

It may be that you who read 
this are the exceptional one who 
has the understanding which wins 
friends in foreign countries. 

But for the benefit of the rest of 
us, consider: How can we best 
acquire an idea of the behavior

Soldiers in England 
spread good will 


that is likely to bring fuller under- 
standing between us and our allies? 
At first thought, it would seem 
that there could be no real dif- 
ficulties of understanding between 
us and those whose language is the 
same as ours. Take especially the 
Australians and New Zealanders. 
Yet slight frictions have already 
developed, suggesting that some 
careful analysis would be helpful. 
To our credit this can be said — 
we are straightforward; we honor 
our obligations; we pay our own 
way. On the other hand, we some- 
times make over-optimistic prom- 
ises and tact is not one of our 
virtues. So it is necessary that we 
train ourselves to perceive our 
allies’ point of view, remember- 
ing that it is always the stranger 
who must adapt himself in new 
surroundings, just as the visitor 
must adapt himself to the ways of 
the house in which he is a guest. 


No Bragging in Britain 


Whuren we are in England, for 
example, we must not forget that 
the Britisher has just as keen an 
appreciation of his own ability as 
we have of ours, but he does not 
boast about it. More than any- 
thing, the Britisher admires under- 
statement and 
personal reserve. 
Rule for those 
who want to be 
liked by British- 
ers 1S, DON’T be a 
showoff or a brag- 
gart or a back- 
slapper. They 
dislike this. 

The advice, 
*‘*don’tbea 
showoff,”” is di- 
rected partly 
against lavish 
spending of 
money. We 
think our soldiers’ 
pay quite small; 
but to our allies 
it is considerable, 
and the way a few 
but conspicuous 
*“*‘Americans on 
leave”’ throw their 
money around is 
vulgar and contributes to inflation. 

In many European and Eastern 
countries it is of vital importance 
that you acquire a suitable attitude 
of approach as well as learn a few 
essential rules. When you are with 
the French or the Italians, remem- 
ber that a smilingly polite greeting 
of “How do you do” is expected. 
So is a courteous “‘good-by.”’ 

But much more serious is the 
respect which you must show for 
all religious exactions. Suppose you 
are in North Africa among the 
Arabs, for example. To take a pet 
dog into someone’s house there; to 
enter a house in shoes; to smoke 
near a mosque; to let bread fall to 
the ground or to cut it with a 
knife; above all for a man to stare 
at, or attempt to talk to a Moslem 
woman — all these are not mere 
discourtesies but grave offenses 
against the religion of a deeply 
devout people. 

In the Far East, it is important 
to remember that unfailing dig- 
nity, good temper and patience, 
are essential to all.

Fishing Boss Ickes 
gives you some fips 
on seafood prospects

| fish is promised 
| this year to appease 
| the national appetite 
sharpened by the 
meat shortage. Har- 
old L. Ickes, Secretary of the In- 
terior and Coordinator of Fisheries, 
has called upon the industry to 
make every effort, every sacrifice 
to catch over five billion pounds 

nearly a billion and a half more 
fish than were taken last year and 
a million pounds more. than the 
1941 all-time record catch. 

War skyrockets demand. The 
country wants fish for 
the Army, fish for lend- 
lease, fish for home 
tables. This year, says 
Fish Coordinator 
Ickes, “the need for 
seafood will be the 
greatest in our his- 
tory. Even five billion 
pounds won’t be 
enough.”’ 

But Mr. Ickes sees 
better fishing ahead. 
There are fewer war- 
time restrictions re- 
garding fishing 
grounds and night fishing is per- 
mitted again. More boats are 
available. One by one the Navy is 
returning the larger fishing craft 
conscripted for war duty and prior- 
ities have been granted for the 
building of 600 new boats. 

Man shortage is the serious mat- 
ter. But war has fostered new 
efficiency techniques and last year, 
according to Mr. Ickes, thousands 
of smaller inshore boats brought 
in record catches despite fewer 
hands. Manpower may be further 
reduced but more gear is available 
to help make up the difference. 


Larger Fleets 


Tue return of the trawlers to the 
Yankee fishing fleet means more of 
the important food fish: haddock, 
cod and pollack from the great 
banks. A great number of shrimp 
boats are working Southern waters. 
West-coast tuna and salmon fleets 
are increased. More seine boats in 
Maine and California assure a 
larger pack of sardines. 

Grocery stores promise the 
housewife better ‘“‘shelf- fishing.” 
Only a few fish of the canned catch 
are rationed, to wit: salmon, tuna, 
shrimp, sardines, bonito, mackerel

and oysters. All of this year’s tuna 
pack is headed for home tables. If 
the salmon pack runs only average 
as jt did last year, civilians are to 
have one-fourth more for steaks, 
salads and casseroles. But fewer 
canned shrimp; ceiling prices have 
diverted shrimp to the fresh mar- 
ket. Canned oysters will be short. 


Trying New Kinds 


New uses are being found for the 
“‘“odd”’ fish of the sea once tossed 
contemptuously aside by the thou- 
sands of pounds. Quick-freezing 
the fillets, that is one way to win 
them table acceptance. The Army 
is using tons of “‘odd’”’ fish, filleted 
and frozen — among them are sea 
trout and swellfish, lake herrings 
and smelts. Before the war is done, 
Mr. Ickes predicts these fish will 
be showing up in freez- 
ing cabinets of local 
stores everywhere. 

Enjoy your fish from 
sea, river or lake, 
whatever the kind — 
fresh, quick-frozen or 
canned. It provides the 
needed minerals and 
vitamins as readily as 
a roast or a chop. 
Pound for pound, fish 
supplies as much en- 
ergy-building proteins 
as the red meats. 

Lift a fork in salute 
to Secretary Ickes and enjoy this 
planked whitefish — his favorite: 


Planked Lake Superior Whitefish 


1 whitefish (about 4 pounds) 
salt, paprika, pepper 

4 tablespoons cooking oil 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 
dash of Tabasco sauce 

1 quart mashed potatoes 

1 egg 

1 lemon, sliced 

parsley 

2 tablespoons chives, chopped 


Order the fish scaled, boned and 
split down the back. Wash and dry 
thoroughly. Rub with salt, paprika 
and pepper and brush with 2 table- 
spoons cooking oil. Place skin side 
down on two-inch oak plank, which 
has been pre-heated and greased, 
or use a heat-proof glass platter. 
Place in hot oven (450° F.) and 
cook 20 to 30 minutes. Baste three 
times with a sauce made by com- 
bining 2 tablespoons of cooking oil, 
1 tablespoon of lemon juice and a 
dash of Tabasco. Garnish plat- 
ter with a border of hot mashed 
potatoes brushed with beaten egg. 
Return to oven to brown. To serve, 
garnish with lemon slices, parsley 
and chives. Yield: 6 portions.

CHINATOWN Cop 


How “Uncle Manion” is 
making good Americans 
in a strange setting... 


streets, look into the strange shop win- 
dows, listen to the sing-song voices, 

and you think, “This is another world.” 
Jack Manion doesn’t feel that way about 
it. And no man of non-Oriental blood in the 
United States knows Chinese Americans 
better than Inspector John J. Manion, 
Chief of the San Francisco Chinatown 
Squad. Known as Min Bok (Uncle Manion) 
to virtually all the 18,000 residents of this 
biggest Oriental community outside of 
Asia, he is 67, ruddy-faced, gray-haired, 
and has the firm, kindly appearance of a 
schoolmaster. To him Chinatown — San 
Francisco’s or any other — is as much a 
part of America as Main Street, and its 

people are fellow Americans and friends. 


Low Crime Rate 


F OR years, thanks largely to his under- 
standing justice, San Francisco’s China- 
town has had a lower crime rate than any of 
the comparable parts of the city. And its 
younger generation has become increasingly 
American in ways and thought. 

Not long ago, 10 young men lined up at 
the recruiting desk of San Francisco’s Mer- 
chant Marine headquarters. Their features 
were Chinese, but you never saw young fel- 
lows more proud to be Americans. 

A few days before, those same young men 
had been the ringleaders in a gang fight be- 
tween youths from Little Italy and China- 
town. This was the first serious outbreak of 
violence in Manion’s territory in many 
years. When the fighting had been stopped, 
he let the 10 leaders think it over in jail a 
few days, then called them for one of his 
famous “Irish Uncle’”’ sessions. 

Stern-faced, he demanded an explanation. 
They gave him the background of a growing 
antagonism which had finally broken out 
into open fighting. Manion wasn’t satisfied. 
Suddenly he pointed a finger at one of the 
culprits: ““Why did you fight?” 


“Good Scrappers’’

E SHOW them,”’ the lad blurted out. 
‘“‘We show them Chinese good scrappers!”’ 

So that was it! Manion pointed out how 
fighting and rioting hurt the whole home 
front in the war that China and America 
were fighting together. 

That touched a vital spot. The Chinese 
all tried to talk at once. They had tried to 
get into the Army. They had tried the Navy. 
For various reasons they hadn’t been ac- 
cepted. How were they going to show where

they stood in this war against the Axis’ 

“Okay,” said Manion, “I'll tell you.” 

And that is how the Merchant Marine 
gained 10 recruits. 

Up to 1921, when Manion took over in 
Chinatown, tong wars had troubled the 
community for 50 years. Victims of the 
tong wars, he found, were usually merchants 
and family men, who wanted only to be let 
alone. Once they realized that American 
law, personified by Manion, would and 
could protect them, they were glad to give 
information and support. So successful was 
Manion in gaining the co-operation of 
Chinatown’s respectable citizens that the 
next year, 1922, saw San Francisco’s last 
tong killing. 


Free Advice 


‘Tovar Manion’s office in Chinatown is 
decorated with so many lanterns, religious 
statues and other mementoes bestowed by 
grateful Chinese that it looks like a joss 
house. Chinese citizens tell him by letter, 
phone or in person everything that is going 
on within the teeming alleys and streets. He 
hears the first rumbling of dispute, and 
acts as peacemaker before there is a clash. 
Chinese mothers, wanting to bring up 
their children American-fashion, even 
call in Min Bok when they are in doubt 
about punishing the kids. 

Occasionally he takes a group of Boy 
Scouts to visit the county jail. He lets the 
boys enter a block of unoccupied cells. Then 
he locks them in. A rather startling way, 
perhaps, of impressing upon the boys what 
it means to be behind bars, but few who 
have had that experience ever have to be 
dealt with as waywards and truants.
